The London Record says of this fortheoming
and anxionsly-expected work:

The main fact published by the Athenoum |s
quite true, wlthongh not to the extent which an
evening contemporary would Induce sanguing
readers to believe, when it inthmates that * Lovd
Palmerston's shrewd perception  and  genial
humor were employed in this dinry of his to
analvze the charvacters of the grent men with
whom lor three-score vears e wias in almost
dully contact. Sir Heury Bulwer, who s said
to be at work on a blography of the wveteran
statesman, will have materinls at disposal une-
gualled since the dmys of Boswell.”

The diary is to bo full of interest, and distin-
gulshed by all the late Premler’s finest charae-
teristics. It commences when he was sixtesn
vears of oge, nnd it ends at the close of 1880,
when he assumed office as Forelgn Seerotary,
But at present no continuation of the diary has
been found among his Lordship's papers; and it
hae none of theattributes of o Boswelllan record.
It is replete in interest; modest, unaftected, and
simple; withont an atom of gall or ill-nature,
but ghort and condensed, as if the style had been
formeil after the model of  the sententions bre-
vity of Tacitus. It seems to have beenoriginally

But George 1V thought he should
find o more plinnt minister in Mr. Herries: and
Mr. Canning was compelled, after a visit to
Windsor, to make an awkward apology to
Lord Palmerston by offering him a British
peerage and the Governorship of Jamaica, We
understand that the story of this interview is
full of the most racy humor. The Viscount
burst into an uncontrolluble fit of laughter,
which for a moment quite disconcerted Canning,
until Lord Palmerston, with Lis ready good
humor, relieved the Premier by telling him that
he saw that he had not the ('h:lll"cunrwhii\ ot the
Exchequer at his disposal, but that for himself
he pre[’crrml the House of Commons to the nig-
gers ! Lord Palmerston’s life spans the gulf that
separates the ern of Fox sud Pitt Irow the thmes
of Gladstoue and Bright. But we fear no diary
will be found v conduct Sir Henry Bulwer over
the thirtv-five vears which separates the com-
mencement of Earl Grey's andministration from
the close of Lord Palmerston's.

Adventurous Yovager ln n Tiny Vessel,

Mr. Empson Edward Middicion, Inte of Ler
Majesty's 5lst Reglment of fuot, who arrived In
Edinbirg on the evening of Tuesday last, bas
utdertaken an adventure which is perhaps with-
out o parallel in the annals of yachting. He
bas undertaken to elretumunvigale the coast of
England nlone and unalded in his yacht Kate, a
boat of three tons burden: nnd ina couple of
months from the time he pegan his voynge he
hns succeeded in performing the larger hall o1
his task,

Mr. Middleton left London in the Kate on the
15th of June, and saded down the Thames in the
face of o heavy gole of wind from the porthenst
Cm the 16th he bad a good ron irom Greenhithe
w Ramsgate nnder close-reefed mainsail, He
bhad light head winds all the way down the
Channel, and made the Lizard on the 185th, and

Land's End on the 14th of July. Thence be
salled along the const of Cornwall to Lundy
Island and MiMfordbaven, encountering very
stormy weather in the Bristol Channel, When
off Lundy Island the Kate wus kept out all night
by the sea that was running, At Milfordhaven
she got becalmed, and was detadned five days.

Brigandage Is rampant in the Peloponnesus and
Acuroanin, and threatzng Athens, M. Valsa-
machi, fon of the widow of Blshop Heber, who
married a Greek gentleman, was violently car-
ried off by brigands n few days since, and an
enormous ransom Is demanded. This geutleman
wae manager of an estate at Ali-Chelebi, which
lies within twenty or thirty miles of the large
commercinl town of Patras, and the estute
belongs  to Princess  Catharine  Soutzso  of
Athens, who will probably huave to sacrifice o
portion of the property to raise the necessary
ciush to recover her manager from the lads of
these lawless seoundrels.

Rumors are rife that brigands have selzed pos-
sengers on the rond leadivg from this city to
Pirneus, and great anxiety prevalls in Athens. 1
looks at present like o besieged town.,  Cavalry
are constantly moving about, and a heavy vourd
is mounted on all the neighboring hills. Az to
the country-seatg In the viclnity, they are com-
paratively descrted this summer, and partico-
larly now—nobody cares to ruralize in the
vieinity of a bricand-haunted neighborhood.

THE SOUTH JERSEY INSTITUTE

Bridgeton and its Prosperity-Laying of the
Inscription Stone of the South Jersey Insti-
tnte—A Plensant Baptist Reuolon—-Services of
the Doy,

Frem Qur Qwn Correspondent.

Brimerron, N. J., Bept. 1, 1860,

The city of Bridgeton, the county seal of
Cumberland county, & well favored in its natu-
rid location, affording beautiful views across
broad meadows and rolling lands. Within the
past ten years, especlally since the opening of
the West Jeorsey Rallroad, this cily has grown
rapidly, and its manufacturing establishments
have galned n proud position in character and
nggregate importance, Thae Nall Mil mllplu}'n
400 bunds, pays 5000 weekly for wages, and
has produced 500 kegs of nalls in a single day.
The Glass Worke employs 225 hands, and turns
out about 1200 pounds of glass dally. The Din-
mond Packing Company have 250 hands, 175 ol
whom are women and children, can weekly
about 25,000 cans of ripe fruits and vegetables,
and do an aggregate business of a quarter of
million dollars annually., Other busiuesses ol
winor importance are earrled on briskly.

An interesting celebration was held in  his
city this morning to commemorante the layving
of the Inscription stone of the South Jersey In-
stitute.  The conception of founding this insti-
tution by the efforts of the Baptist denomina-
tion took tangible shape In 1805, and its suceess
was early insured by the liberal donation of over
ten acres of wood lands e o site for its erection.
Liheral subseriptions were promptly made by
other gencrous Iriends of the enterprise, and
soon an efficient bullding committee was consti-
tuted, consisting of Messrs. Horatio J, Mulford.
President of the Bowrd ol Trostecs; saae W.
Mulford, C. C, Grosscup. Reva. 8. G, Wrirht, J.
R. Muarphy, and J. D, Reed,

The building Is located on an elevatwl pitve
uf ground on the west slde of Cohansey ereek,
in a pleasant and delightful grove of oak, pine,
andl cedar trees, on part of the estato tormeriy
ownod by Dr, Trage H. Hampton, decoased, now
pwned by H. J. Mulford & DBrother. It is
the west by Atlantie streot: on the
by Lincoln street; Coliwnsoy
the enst.

for an institution of learning, The
building fronts the north, and & fine view of the
city and surroundivg country.and Delaware bay
i# given from the grounds and building. The
the centre bullding is 41x58, each wing
Hixd0, making the extreme length 154 feet, and
brick, with French roof of slate, tin, ele.
There is o sub-basement nnder the centre build-
ing, divided into five different rooms, besides o
lnrge hall,  These roome are designed for coal
wood, vegetables. and are airy, beiug lighted and
ventilated thronel arens in front and rear. The
floor above sub-basement in centre bullding, and
in wings, is divided loto halls nnd dining-room,
kitchen, wash, lanndry, jauitor, servants, pantry,
cloget, and store-roows. First floor above ix
divided into spacious halls, school, musie, prin-
clpal's, reception, drawing, otlice, library, and
fonr class-rooms, viuch ample in size. Second
floor contains airy halis, principal's room, re-
ception-room, boys" and girls' sliting-room,
hath-rooms, water-closets, and seventeen rooms
for teachers and students.  Third floor eon-
tains  ample  halls, twenty-five rooms
for tenchers and Btudeuts, berides
bath-rooms, water closets, and lonen closets,
The upper toor. which is the Freneh rool
apartments, consists of wide halls, twenty rooms
for teachers and stndents, a lecture-room or for
other purposcs, 361, by 53'¢, besides rooms in
whicn iron or other tanks will be placed, filled
with water for use of the Tustitute and in case of
fire. Om the roof in centre building 18 to be a
large observatory for light and ventilation, and
u small one on each of the wings, The whole
bullding is deslgned to be complete in all its
puarts, and one that will be an ornament to the
city, and ereditable to the denomination erecting
it. The bullding will cost §25,500.

The gervices yesterday were held in the grove
adjacent to the bullding, and a large gathering
of ladies and gentlemen were preésent to partivi-
pate in the services, among whom were a num-
ber of prominent Baptist clergymen. Horatio
J. Multord, Esq., of Bridgeton, presided. The
singing of an opening anthem by the choir, with
an aceompiniment upon a fine-toned melodeon.
wag followed by an invoeation by Rev, N. J.
Hay, Greenwich. Rev. W. R. MeNell, Bridge-
ton, rend the 46th Psalm. The hymn, “Before
Jehoval's Awful Throne," waa followed by o
historical statement of the first beglonings and
the progress of the institute, read by Rev. T, G.
Wright, Roadstown. “All hail the power ol
Jesus' pome” preceded the reading of the char-
ter by Rev. R. T. Young, Haddonfleld.

Rev. H. . Weston, D). D., President of Cro-
cor Theological Seminary, delivered an excel-
lent pddress upon the purposes of education,
and the pecullar fitness of such an Institution us
the present one. He was glad to have the op-
portunity to express his own individual interest
in the appropriation of wealth to such an object
that of iwself digpified and ennobled the giver.
He congratulated them on the founding of an
institution of learning that would gather and
rarper within itzelf the ripest frults of past
efforts—treasures of the knowledge of the wn-
clentg, in which men are to pass over the greal
harvest flelds that have been sown by the dili-
went hands of antiquity, and to reap dowu the
ripened fruite of judgment and iotellect, of
knowledge, of artistic taste, and of genjus.

This school had a deeper and different lnterest,
being entirely American in its form and origin,
In it students were to live as o thelr old bome-
steade; students of both sexes were to be gath-
ered, and the peculiar class of studies were to be
zenlously fustered by his bearers as Baptists and
a8 Americnns. ‘i here were urgent reasons why,
in general, children should be retained at home
to bave purental supervision; but fn this ease he
indged the advantages Lo be gained by the oppo-
site course were welghty and preponderating, In
this way the life of the student s dignified and
ennobled: thus the standard of education 1s ele-
vated, There Is nothing more to be deprecated
in our country than the sinking of maun. Here
man 1s above his accldents; here be is above I
clrcumstances, A man i bigger than any-
thing he can do; @ man is bigger thun
anything he can possess; & man Is greater thin
anything he can gather, ‘Al theso things are
admimble,” as one of tho great Orulors said:
it what & man is romains with him forever,”
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
